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Tebribls Explosion.— Oae of the most ter- 
rible explosions ever witnessed by oar citi- 
2\M8, sajs ibe Detroit Free Prers of Monday, 
eceifiietl this morriirifr about half past s«v«>n 
o'clock, at the foot of First street, at Wil- 
liams's Jock. The propeller Nile had alreidy 
stc nmed up, and with freight and r»ass«np;«rs 
on board, was about sorting for Milwaukee, 
when hsr boiler suddenly burjted, and blew 
the craft into a thousand pieces in ft moment's 
time. The whole city was started by the 
shock, and soon tho stre-ets leading to the scene 
of tbe terrible accident were Blocked with 
eager thousands kuxious to know the result 
and fearful for the worst. The Scene in 
the vicinity of the dock was indeed a fright- 
ful one. The wrtck ofj the shattered 
steamer lay strews about for a distaace of 
several blocks; pieces were floating down 
the river; ike greater portion of the boil- 
er itself lay in the middle of First street, 
c distance of ten rods from the water's edge; 
buildings iu tbe Ticinity were torn to 
pieces; large and massive brick walls were 
perforated by large timbers driven through 
Ihtm like fartst leaves riddled with bullets. 
For miles aronnd the fragments of the wreck 
were hurled through the air, and gome of the 
fields, and we are informeojptruclc tbe roofs of 
houses in the neighboring town of Windsor, 
in Canada, damaging them to a considerable 
extent. For the space of an hoar all was ex. 
citement and contusion in tbe immediate vi- 
cinity of tne ca'iti'trophe. For a time it was 
next tojmpoEeible to get anything like a de- 
tnileJtKnd accurate accouut of the ncciddnt, but 
the different statements obuined by sev- 
eral of our reporters we are enabled to furoish 
the following detailed accounts: 

Statement of Robert McCulley, second mate: 
"I was standing aft at tbe time of the acci- 
dent, and was getting the spring line off, pre- 
paratory to departure. Steam was up, aud we 
were just ready to start. Tliere wore about 
thirty men on board, composing the crew of 
tbe propeller, including officers and men. No 
sooner had I hturd the explosion th*a 1 was 
Ifted into the air, and soon found myself 
floating in the water, under detached portions 
and fragments of the wreck. I kept strug- 
gling with the pieces of limber and floating 
musses of the wreck till, after a whilepsomj 
men on the dtck, with a line, assisted me out 
of tbe water. 1 escaped injury, with the ex- 
ception of some slight bruiies." 

Nine persons were killed and some thirty 
wounded. 

The propeller was owned by S. 0. and E. 
T. Evan9, of Buffalo, and belonged to the 
Buffalo and Chicago line of propellers. Bis- 
eell & Gillett are tbe agents in Detroit, and 
Gibson and Chase of Chicago. Her ca.yo 
consisted of 600 barrels of coal oil and about 
ten or fifteen tons of general merchandise. 
There were cn be ad the family of David 
Walter, cf Lancaster, Erie county, N. Y., 
wbo lose their entire household possession?, a 
team of horse.- at-d wagon, and a sleigh. The 
cargo is an entire Iobs, and tbe vessel is a com- 
plete wreck. 

Tbe entire afterpart of the vessel is blown 
to fragments. About forty feel cf her forward 
cabin is left standing. 

Tbe forward deck stands about eight feet 
out of tho wate-; the afcerpart is completely 
bmerged. The boiler was blown about 300 
ap First street; heavy timbers were scit- 
ttrecl^all directions, and cashed through 
tbe walls and roofs of many of the neighbor- 
ing buildings. A stick of timber about four- 
teen feet in length, and ten by sixteen inches 
>*',:. re, was blown about 400 feet across 
Woodbridge street, through the rear walls of 
tbe shoe store of McAfee & Fawcett, and in- 
stantly killed a shoemaker at work on his 
ench. Large fragments of timhe-s and pieces 
of the boiler are scattered in every direction 
for many r ods. 

Gckbillas ok Gskkn Rivhr.— On Friday, 
at 10 o'clock, A. M , a band of tweuty-five 
guciillas under command of dpt. Hollis, 
vieited Roger's Larding on Green rizer, and 
stole Borne horses ani raised one recruit, a 
Texan, and then crossed the river to Bjttom's 
Landing, capturing Mr. Bottom, but released 
him immediately, and then proceeded iu the 
direction of Owersboro. 



Latkst fbosi Red Rivbk. — Sir: Morto, 
cleik of the steamboat Laurel Hill, says the 
N. O. Picayune of the 17th inst, which 
arrived last evenic? from Alexandria, makes 
the following report: 

The army of Gen. Banks left Alexandria, 
La., last week, raoviDg toward Simmspor;. 
All the monitors are sa'ely over the falls, the 
water at the dum having reached a sufficient 
height on the 13tb inst. The transport fleet 
got under way and moved down th9 river, 
■convoyed by toe monitors. They were much 
;anno)td by guerillas along the left bank of 
!tbe river betwten Alexandria and Fort D<> 
Bussy. When the Laurel Hill left Alexandria 
that portion uf the town below th? Ice Hoaie 
Hotel wss en<el ip>-d in flames, and wisat the 
Wicy of the Devouring elements. The fire 
the work of sn incendiary. 

Ije ni|iht of the 2d inst. the steamer 
Emmo, nHf-d with troopa and s'.oret, frou 
New Orleans to Alexandria, was attacked 
and captured by a party of guerillas, thirty 
Kites below A'exandria. The b >at was set 
•n fire and completely destroyed. The wreck 
sunk aero a ibe channel. As far as cm be 
rned, all ou board were taken prisoners, 
.btbing is known ot their fate. On the 31 
inst., the steamer City Belle, from Ne.w Or- 
leans to Alrxnodri'i, with about 500 troop', 
sutlers' stores, and a lo'. of atumuni ion, was 
like wise attacked by guerillas near the same 
p'ace. They hiving batteries planted on the 
river, a shot struck the pilot; another ex- 
ploded tbe boiler aud enveloped the bo.»t in 
steam, by which a number of m»a were 
scalded. Tti'B caused confusion oa b ;ird a-id 
mede the boat uutnanngeable. The troom were 
then rallied, and stood for hours the shell 
ot musketry poured into the helplos boit 
She then floated against the bank, anl an at- 
tempt was made to land and charge on the 
enemy, bat without tuccets. Tne tire of the 
entmy was fast mowing down o - ir troopj. 
Alter tbe diff-rfnt commanders — Cols. Mjtt 
and Spiegel, 149-h Obio, and many other offi- 
cers cf rana — Had been killed and tne gteiter 
part of the troops slaughtered, the white flig 
was raised. Tbe boat by thai time cireeoed 
on the eppcaite Bide, wbera 109 men male 
their escape out of the M0 on board. Tne 
City Belle was then boarded by the gueri.lu 
in (mall boatB. The ammunition, sutlerj' 
goods, etc., were taken oat and the biat set 
on 6re and completely destroyed. Tne 109 
men arrived at Alexandria the next ni^bt. 
The above accouut ia derived from an officer, 
a participant of the fight. 

About the 4:h inst. the steamer John War- 
ner, from New Orleans to Alexandria, with 
fcer convoys, tbeguuboale Nos 8 and 25, were 
attacked by gnerillas about 25 ni.les from the 
above place. Tbe John Waruer was taken 
and burned; No. 35 exploded and No. 8 sur- 
rendered. Tne guerillas then sunk the three 
jata across the channel in order to obstruct 
tbe passage, but it did not prevent the traat- 
ports SLd monitors from pacing by. The 
steamers Laur«l Hid and Rob R ny and convoy 
JJo. 27 were likewise attacked at the sa-ne 
place on their way no tbe river on the 2 1 inst , 
but the well directed fire from 'hefLst named 
boat, from her two bowilzsrs, afi iid niece, and 
Eoae mueketry canned 'he rebels to tike th9 
woods wi'hi ut doing but little dam*ge to the 
oat. Thera r 'va one mia killed and one 
rthe R»b Roy. O.i her way djwn 
Laurel Bill wus again fued into 10 miles 
below Al. xancria having on boar! 200 sick 
and wounded men, and at the time flying tie 
hospital dig. No damage, however, was 
dor e. 

Mr. Morto also reports that the transports 
convoyed by the gunboat fl, e t had succeeded 
in passing all the Confederate batteries on tbe 
tiver, m»' y of them suffering severely. Heavy 
c«nnct,Bdn g was heard distinctly by tho offi- 
c*rs cf tbe Laurel Hill from the land forco 
moving uiwaraSiinaiapott. 



FHOM GEN. BUTLER'S ARM Y.^ 
[Correspondence of the Mew York Time*.] 

Is Camp, Tuesday Morning, May 17, 18G4. 
The hardest fighting of the campaign on the 
south side of the. James river occurred yester- 
day. In the early morning, under cover of 
a fog so dense as to limit vision to the dis- 
tance of a few yards, the enemy fell upon the 
right of our line of battle with the force of an 
avalanche, completely crashing it backward, 
and turning oar flank, as two days before we 
had turned theirs. Their advantage, how- 
ever, was but temporary, for ourjveterans 
quickly recovered from thesaddco shock, and 
drove their assailants back beyond the line 
of the attack. The fightint, thus unceremo- 
niously inaugurated, continued with mors or 
leas briskness tbrongbout the day, and tbe 
locses on both sides were severe. The im- 
pression is, however, that the rebels in this 
respect were the greater suffereri, bat our losi 
is estimated at not less than fifteen hundred to 
tiro thousand in killed, w«uud,d,*Qd aiisjing. 
The day 'a operations resulted in our entire 
army being ordered to return from its ad- 
vanced position, » .•bio 10 miles of Rich- 
mond, to the line of de'ence known as Ber- 
muda Hundred, between the James AAd A. 
pomattox rivers. Here tbe troops ware se- 
curclj eecamped before 10 o'clock Us: night, 
baviiig buried thek dt,uj, end brouar'it from 
the battle-fiold in^srlect order their wonaded 
r.nd all their supplies. 

Tbe five days' campaign which has been 
thus unexpectedly closed, can in no wise be 
designated a defeat. Gen Butler has accom- 
plished ail and more than all that he intend- 
ed. When, on Thursday morning last, the 
army leltits intrenebmeats, and faced toward 
Ric hmond, its object, primarily, was to engage 
tbe attention of the strong reoel force garri- 
soning the outer defeuets or tbe city.|*nd,thas 
permit Gen. Kautr, with bis cavalry to emerge 
from ourlinep, with the object of pushing for- 
ward to the Danville and Richmond Railroad. 
This road being cut, every line of travel radi- 
atingfrom Richmond by which Lee could re- 
ceive supplies for his army would be closed. 
To accomplish am end of such advantage to 
Grant as tbe crippling of bis antagonist in 
ihia regaid, Gen. Bu:ler considered it would 
be cheaply gained, comparatively speakin/, 
even by tbe sacrifice of his entire command; 
and there are few men in the army here whoie 
patriotic spirit is not strong enough to m*.kn 
tbem willingly leap into tho yawning chasm 
of personal destruction to tave the State; bat 
happily no Bnch sacrifice was demiadej. 

Kautz has been beard from. The damage 
he set cut to do has been fully inflicted, aud 
by oar stabboro fighting of tbe enemy in oat 
front, a force which we have reason to believe 
is greatly superior to oar owa, has been kept 
constantly busy south of Richmond, instead 
of passing northward to reinforce the exhaust- 
ed and demoralized hordes opposed to Grant. 

Wfih these preliminary remarks, let me,' as 
fully ae I can, before the closing of the mail, 
which leaves camp this morning, give some 
account of the battle, as far as it came under 
my ptrsonal observation, with auch details as 
1 was enabled to gather trom tbosa who par- 
ticipated. It may well be supposed that tbe 
troops were greatly fatigued after the four 
days' bard fighting prior to yesterday, coupled, 
as ihe warfare was, with the discomforting 
incidents of a persistent rain, which kept every 
sbred of clothing almost constantly drenched, 
and liquified the clayey soil into a pasty mud. 
In thiscocdition tbe troops lay down to rest 
cn Sunday night, along tho line of intrench- 
rucr.ts which we bad taken two daya before. 
The heavens were black, and the atmosphere 
damp and heavy. 

At daybreak, Monday morning, a thick fog 
shut out everything from view. A horie *va3 
completely enveloped from sight a doz?n yarda 
awuy. In tbete bewildering circumstances, 
the massed enemy came npoa the right of our 
line, which was the thinnest place in our 
peaition. Gen. Heckman's brigade of Wei t- 
zel's diviaion, in the 18th corps, whoss bravery 
on msny a bard-fougbt field has won for them 
the title of "the invincibles," was posted here. 
The surprise was however sj complete, tint 
these gallant fellows were for ooce and for a 
moment be)) leea. Tbe first they knew of the 
enemy upon them, was when his fierce yell 
awe ke tbun as he dashed across the earth worsa 
and turned the flank of their line of bittle. 
Gtn. Heekman'a voice wus speedily beard 
culling upon his men to rally, and they, an- 
swering the rebel yells with Union cheers, 
formed as best they could in the horrible 
daikness and confusion, when a hand-to-hand 
contest followed. The assailants and the as- 
sailed fell in heaps together. The enemy at 
last, outnumbering the gallant Heckman's 
forces five to one, enveloped the remnant of 
the brigade, and ordered tbem to Um mr. 
Kr uibtance on their part is no longer possible. 
All tbia occurred in less time than the reader 
can glance over what I have written. 

Meanwhile the firing has dispelled sleep from 
every eye. The moat tired man along the line 
is now thoroughly awake, and ready to do his 
share in battle. In the rear of Heck man'a 
brigade, as a reaerve, are two regiments of 
the loth corps, tbe 8th Maine, aud the 112th 
New Yoik, temporarily detached for duty 
nnder Weatzel. Tney are led by Colonel 
Drake, who brings them up from the 
woods in tbe rear to the relief of General 
ileekman. They make a splendid charge 
upon the enemy, and drive him outside the 
line of tartbwotks. The immediate effect of 
this is to release from three to four hundred of 
Heckman's men, wbo are prisoners. Heck- 
ruan himself, however, is carried off. Again 
the enemy charge with freah troops, but are 
rtpulstd and elaughti red by our men, only to 
i nth up once more over the dead and dying 
with the fury of demons, with still another 
iine of fresh troop*, to be again" dished back 
in confusion. So the battle raged on the ex- 
treme light — the 8th Maine an4 120;h New 
Yo'k bavir.g received aid fiom tho frag-nnn's 
of Hect man's crippled force. 

The attack was not confined to the extreme 
rigbt, aiU»ough it was there most determined. 
It simultaneously undertaken along oar 
entire line of two mile; -id a i».f ia iougib. 
On the left, however, it wa3 scarcely more 
then a feint compared with the fury which 
characterized it on the other end. Wijtar's 
end Barnbam's brigades, alto of Wei zel'a di- 
vision, were set upon with the aame impsta- 
ority exhibited toward Heckman. The rebel 
plan of mnssing brigade after brigade in line 
ot battle, and barling tbem in rotallonagatnat 
us, was here tried with very bvi result Gen. 
Smith, with that forethought which is char- 
acteristic of Lim, rbtk-j. t tg some such move 
cn.lbe part of ihe enemy, bad ordered a large 
qusntity of telegraph wire to be intertwisted 
imong tbetrets-and undergrowth which lay 
in ftont of oar position. Wistar and Burnatn 
received the. order and obnyed it. Heckman 
fuiUd nnfortuoately to g>:t it. 

Wber, therefore, tte rebels charged upon 
our intrenchmt nts in the dull light, hundreds 
of ilv m were tripped down and uaable to tell 
ibe erase. As they lay upon the ground our 
muskcr? fire kept many of them from ever 
rising more. As with the first line eo with 
ibe second. They met tbe tame ftte. Tne 
(bird line fared no better, and tbia simple 
agency of a telegraphic wire, interlaced 
HLOBg tbe trees, played more havoc ia the 
r. Ltl ranks than ai,y thing else. The dead lay 
like eu'umn leaves before the front of Wistir 
and Buinbam. 

At 8 o'clock there was a cessation of the 
fightinc ; at ltasttbere was comparative quiet- 
ness. Tbe centre of our line of battle, resting 
on the turnpike, had been comparatively 
weakeped by moving forces toward the rigtr, 
and Geo. Gilmote, oa the left, was ordered by 
Gen. Butler to close up the gap. Here there 
set nia to have been a misapprehension of or- 
ders. Gen. Gilmoro understood that In waa 
commanded to retire, instead ot moving to 
tbe vtenkened point. Tbh he aocoidm/ty 
cid, tied tbe rebela oa ihe extreme ri*ht 
havirg gained a temporary advau'.igi by 
agr.iu (Unking our position, the whole line 
moved slowly back, and reformed abonr. 
halt or three-quartets of a mile ia the reer. 
After resting for awhile, although the skir- 
mishing in front was etill quite heavy, the 
ctramecd to advance was again given, and 
tbe movement forwaid was splendidly m*.rie 
rn echelon. There was not the slightest water- 
ing, end tbe enemy retired before us. T he 
In e of batt'e was once more formed wi h n a 
lew hundred yatds of the position held by us 
at tbe commencement of tbe fi^bt, and when 
ibe dead and wounded had b -en c»r*d for, ihe 
Older to re'ire was gi'en. The 18 r .h corps 
moved back first, and tbe 10th broagbt up tbe 
ie«r. Tbe route back to our intrenchmants 
was by different roadf, but everything was 
conducted in an orderly manner, and there 
war no molestation on the part of the enemy. 

Among our losses in the fight were fjn r 
puis. Three of these pieces belonged to Asv 
bj'e battery. Tbey were 20-pound-r Par- 
lotts. This battery supported H' ckmao, and 
thittyof the horses were killed iu the first 
impetuous attack of the tebels. A«b'oy was 
noundtd slightly in the head, and I am told 
that not one of bis officers escapod a wound, 
though none were seriously hurt. Fifteen of 
the guncer8 were killed By great eCforta the 
i.ruilerieta brought off tho limbers and cais- 
sons 

Beige's first Rhode Island battery, famous 
all along the coast, for the first time, I believe, 
]■ at a gur — a 12-pnunder brafa field piece. 
Capt. Beige is reported wounded in the leg, 
end a prisoner. . The loss of tbe battery was 
heavy. 

HawleVa ard Burton's brigades, of Terry's 
Divi ion, Ten'h Corps, did the hardest fighting 
on the left ot our line. Both organizations 
tufUred sevetely. 

We look in all about three hundred robe! 
riieoners. Among th«m are several high offi- 
cers, a Colonel, a Mejir, and a score or more 
of Captains and Lieutenants. Prisoners tell 
URitat on Sunday nigbt fiey were reinforced 
with three brigades from Richmond, but

lively asserted to have come from Richmond 
to le near Beauregard duriog tbe fijht. — 
Among our losses in officera ia Gen. He:krn*r, 
prisoner. 

The fog was so dense daring the early pirt 
of tbe fight that officers and men on bo'b 
sides stumbled into each other's lines, and very 
many amusing scenes occurred. At one tiro.' 
Gen. Writzel and bie orderly got among the 
rebels, and the latter was captured. He called 
to Welrzel to save him. which was done by 
placing a pistel at the rebel's head and order- 
ing bim to yield his musket to the orderly, by 
wbcm be was matched off. Tables of this 
kind were constantly turned. 

t"i Bntler was out in the thick tempest of 
shells. One shot passed between bim and Col. 
Kencett, oneof bia aiaea. 

Gen. Martindale's sword was struck by a 
sbrBpnel-8hot and indented greatly. 

While the fighting was going on toward 
Richmond, an attempt was made on the part 
of the enemy to attack in rear by coming m> 
from Petersburg. General Ames, of the 10th 
curt a, who corn mauds in that direction, gal- 
lantly kept Ibem at bay until the order was 
given to retire. 

A Richmond paper of yesterday, which I 
have seep, gives an acconntof General K»ucz'a 
raid. He had destrojed the DtnviDe and 
Richmond Railroad at Coalfields, and also the 
large iron bridge across the Appom*tox at a 
point eeverai miles further auutn, the naaioo. 
wbicb at tbis moment I am doable to remem- 
ber/ It waa a bridge over three nundrel feet 
in length. Kautz will likely make a detour 
around Richmond northward aud unite with 
Great. The same journal says that Gen. J. 
E. B. Stnart was buried on Sunday, and giv^i 
an account of the funeral ceremonies. He 
was mortally woauded ia a fight with Sheri- 
dan's cav alry. 

Laii fbom Nobth Cabooiiia. — The follow- 
ing extracts are from the North Carolina 
Times of the 14th instant: 

Tbe evacuation of Washington has given 
the rebel authorities an opportuuity ofeoforc 
ing the conscription, which is being relent- 
lessly carried out. Beaufort county, in which 
Washington is situated, and Hyde, are by this 
necessity opened to the enemy for supplies 
and conscription. Washington and Tyrrell 
counties were opened up to this Operation by 
the csp'ure of Plymonth, 

Rebel Reinforcement! — Tho rebels have bsen 
rcinlorcing Maeonsboro, this si te of Wilming- 
ton, with a regiment of infantry and a battery 
cf artillery. Masonboro commands one of the 
land approat keato Wilmington, and was not- 
ed for beinir the place where the English once 
landed en route tor Wilmington. Ii also con- 
tains a Lumber of salt works. 

Lieutenant R. B. Minor haa a rebel flotilla 
of thirteen barges, each barge armed with a 
bowi'zer and twenty-five men, in Simon's 
ertek, on the Chowan. 

Since our last issue a Richmond papir ad- 
mits tbe rebel loss in killed and wounded to 
be twenty-two hundred. We have alsi learn- 
ed that it is the very general opinion "over 
the bordei" that their loss reaches nearly three 
tbeueand in that battle. You can safely 
count sure upon all that tbe Examiner will 
admit, and it never yet was known to give 
more than the Confederates actually lost. We 
pitdicted that General Wessels would punish 
them mostaouDdly, and he did, killiug and 
wounding of the Conloderatea a greater num- 
ber than hie own entire force c insisted of. 

On the night of Friday, the Gto instant, the 
rebel rum at Wilmington steamed down to 
the mouth of the river, and ai tacked the Hon- 
quah and Britannia, pn ting a shot through 
the smoke stack of the farmer. Tbe vessels 
eluded the ram, but not until they had ascer- 
tained that Flie was a precise model of the 
Ailanta, and a much stronger and mire for- 
midable opponent. Our vessels are lyiug off 
Wilmington watching her, which is the most 
they can do with wooden vessels.

On tbe 5th ins r ant a Confederate force ap- 
peared at Evans'a Mill, having left Kios'.oa 
cn the Tuesday previous by way of Treaton 
end Pollocksville, under the command of 
Mt jor-Oeneral Hoke, c imprising tin brigjdes 
of Generals Corse, Kemper, and Walker, and 
numbering ten or twelve thousand men. 

Tl.iy tir.-i uppeared at £>W< J4nl. whr-h 
7*T*c« w'ea cap uied and the fjrticitt touts burned - 
to the ground, the garrison making their es- 
cape. They then marched on Oroa'an with 
one brigade, and assaulted tbe little stockade 
there erected. After a fight of some five 
hours, during which tho rebels lost some 
twenty-five men killed and wounded, the lit- 
tle garriaon comprising gome fifty uieo, aur- 
rendered without a man being scratched, ao 
sat a a rebel deserter. 

While this brigade was at work on Oroi'ao, 
tbe other two brigades marched oa Newborn, 
by way of the railroad aud the country road, 
and made an imposing array ia front of Fort 
Spirola, and, as they th'-agbt, out of the reach 
of its guns. Tbe railroad monitor, with some 
light batteries, opened upon ihem with a 
rapid fire-, and occasionally ihe heavy guna of 
the foil. Three of the gunboats off Pork 
Point, in tbe l iver, opened a terrifi j tHak on 
tbe enemy, which decidedly disheartened 
them. 

In ibis skirmish tbe rebels lost forty-five 
men kilied end wounded, while our own 
toys escaped without any casualties wh itever. 
i'UriLg this engagement, we le.tra ;h it tbe 
r> be Is took a negro, whom they captured out 
iu tte fi-'d, unit psocteded deliberately to 
mekea target cf bita, when he, oa receiving 
a shot in Lis fide, concluded thatllMsJUj was 
lo j-liie lo: Lim, miis triit:, and nrrnimt 
in m&king hi* escape.

ail the euergies of tbe Government; tbe pres- 
ervation of the dignity, lequality, and jnst 
rights of all tbe States under the Constitution; 
and the redress ot all grievances in the Union 
by the certain but peaceful agencies of the 
ballot-box. 

That we approvo and indorse the call for. 
a Slate Couvtntion made by "tbe nnj jrity of

monwealth in the Chicago Convention for the 
accomplishment of that object. 

That we will vote for no man for President 
and Vice-President, whose known principles 
end antecedents do not give a sufficient 
guarantee that he will devote all his powers 
to the suppression of the wicked rebellion and 
tbe "maintenance of the Constitution and 
Union, aad the enloicement of the lawa."

FBOTBST AGAINST A PANIC — A REOONNOISHA!1CH 
LFrcm tb* Blcbmond Xxamtner, Slay 13.J 
Pethaps the Confederate Government haa 
not txi-n alive to the extent and reality of tho 
grend fact; bnt nothing bas been lost and all 
W'll turn out well, if it is never infected with 
tbe rpirit of panic which seized upon the 
Sontbern Cocgrets and Southern Executive 
when lie irue nature of the 9imtlar though 
.'eee dangerous criais of 1862 became Blowly 
palpable. Richmond ia in 00 real danger eo 
long as the authorities keep their heads and 
bpld the heart firm. In 16G2, Congress ad- 
journed at the firit appearance of danger. 
Tbeir last eeesions were secret, and a bad ra- 
nr or grew out of tbem — that they had been 
diernesing a law to change the seat of govern- 
n ent, ard then commenced the irresolution of 
tbe Executive. Congress adjourned on the 
21at of April. On the 26.h arrived the news 
of ihe fall cf New Orlet.ua. Oa May the 5:h 
Yetktownwa9 evacuated. On the llth Nor- 
fo k was Atr> r ed, aed then the Merrimac waa 
blown up. What followed is well remember- 
ed. The department was remove;; ihe fam- 
ilies of members of the Government with all 
the ir household roods fi>Ko(Vod, aud th« train 
was krt t \u readiness for the Government it- 
ia.L U»<* i*. gone, the Southern Confederacy 
vould cow be not cniy non-ext*nt, but lor- 
pctten. Bnt in atotber drole a diflVrentSDirit 
prevailed. Virginia was not dead nor asleep. 
When Congress dispersed ber Legislature as- 
sembled. Tbe people of Richmond, with the 
sound of tbecannon in their e*rs, flow to their 
arms and aetermintd 10 reduce the place to 
88-bes rather than Bee the enemy poseess it. 
The Legislature communicated to the Confed- 
eral,. Government tbe decieion of the people in 
a few determined words. The magnetism, of 
ccnrRse waa communicated with the words, 
and elicited a reply in which ssmcthing like 
manly resolution waa heard for the first tims. 
That moment was the turning point of our af- 
feirs. To stay here, and win and die here be- 
came a Eetiled idea with army. Government, 
and fecapie; and success is always certain to 
these who have eo made their choice and 
thrown-eloubt away. 

It is hoped that the recollection of these 
things will prevent the recurrence of soaie in- 
cidents in ibe history of those times. The 
CoLlcot-ta e authorities were inexperienced 
thetjMhey are notso now. They know now 
white lies the true road to safety. Th^y 
have vast forces at their command. The 
eLemj, pow.rlul iLdetd, has been firmly hold 
at b-jy :or a week alr.-u.iy, and can be kepi at 
hay for Weeks more, by the magnificent 
irone.r. n d splendid, officers in ine iront. Time, 
hit.. letoiutton, and energetic action by the 
Central authorities, are all tbat the occasion 
requires to render Virginia the grave of those 
armies which cow menace hercaDtUl. 

OCR CAVALRY IN IHS VICINITY OF RICHMOND — 
KKbkL ACCODNT8. 
lFt$m the Richmond Examiner, May 14th.] 

The city learned with morti£cation yester- 
day moroing the newa that the demonstration 
egainst Richmond /rom the north side had 
ceestd, and that the enemy bad aband med his 
position on the Brooke Turnpike, withdrawn 
h s forces and escaped. Af.er consid»r»bl« 
filing and some sharp skirmishing, seeing 
thai we were ready to give buii^, he drew off, 
and eemmecced retrograde movement, his 
ttirce falling back across the Cbickahomiuy. 
By Tbuiecny night be had abandoned his po- 
sition and nothing waa to be seen of him. 
Persons from tbe Chickabomiuy report that 
tbe enemy laid bis pontoons over that stream 
011 Thursday, and that he waa pissing his 
lioops across all tbat day, and the, demonstra- 
te on the Meadow Bridge Road waa merely 
a feint to cover bis retreai. It is differently 
tocjectnrtd in what direction he has gone 
but it is at least d> finitely settled the enemy 
hes retired irom the nenh side of Richmond, 
end that the whole movement wag intended 
lor do other putpose than t»cat th9 lines of 
et nimucicaticn with Gen. Lee's army. 

It Eeema that the fighting on Thur.-day was 
mcst timidly mansged by onr Genera s. H id 
.bey presfea the enemy, instead of standing 
in ibeir forrificaiionB, they would probably 
have completely annihilated bim, and c.»p- 
tuied bis whole force. Duting.ihe day tho 
enemy wus engaged in sending off his artil- 
lery atd waeons, and the only fighting done 
by bim wss in the front, und waa intended 
n.trely to enable bim to get off his forces 
While ibis bgbting was going on the enemy' < 
column gave as the slip, moved down the mil- 
iiary road to tbe Meadow Bridge, and tho 
whole party succeeded in escaping by tha 
ei.me road they have taken in every raid they 
fe«»e-»rs<J« <ms Riebmond. Had our troopi 
lulieu upctfj the em my m bilu tbia retreat waa 
f oitg on, they could have crnsbed him. Ia- 4 
stead of tbis be leaves us in tbe lurch, with sj 1 
loss or our side of about sixty in killed, 
wounded, and missing. 

Persona in that vicinity report, that, when 
the Yankees discovered tbat our men hadde- 
ttrojed ihe Meadow bridge, there waa gt eat 
panic amorg their men. Tney sent squads 
ou; to gather up plank and timber from tbe 
I«iice6 and cul-housea, with which to rebuild 
the br.dge; atd, aa toon as it was completed, 
they commenced a retreat, tbeir forces falling 
beck iu great contusion and disorder. Ac 
tfljeer who parsed over the read yesterday 
tel a ts that families living on tbe warsida 
rt port tbut ibey heard tbeir artillery officers 
e«y that their ordera were, in case of pursuit, 
to kill tbeir 1 fhc-ers, spike their guns, aod iho 
cn n to t-ske to the swamps aud escape as best 
they could. This toufirms other accounts 
wbnh we have. »ll going toshon- that tUoir 
reiitut was lu.io oetter than a rout, ani tho,;, 
i. our men had fallen upon their panic- strick- 
en coluuiue, they wtu.d have cut them to 
piecoi. 

The ccunfry is said to be strewn with guns, 
hf.veifuck.i, jbOi aud there were boya out 
ytiteiduy wbo did s profitable business in 
gathtiirg ttp U» bfgifhl and fishing up from 
tte CtickaLominy what conld ntrr ^r-on caat 
away enly by a demoralized and fugitive ar- 
my. It 19 a pity ibat our men should aot have 
fallen uton their ibices aud crushed Ihem. as 
ibej could have dene, instead ot permitting 
item to eec«pe under the feint of a faeble fire 
fiom tbe front. Our Generals held a great 
victe ry in the palm of thtir bands, but tbey 
bl'owed themselves to be most woefally cheat- 
tdout ot it. A little more nerve, and we 
Would ba>e annihilated the enemy.

UoW TO flKT RNOCOH TO SAT. 
[Fiom the hichmood Examiner, llth. I 

How to feed the towns and cities is a ques- 
tion it quiring timely attention with reference 
10 the lit xt harteais. Supply bis fallen so far 
etott ot demand in uiban markets, that the 
populations heretofore dependent upon those 
tounes for supplies must look for bread and 
mtat 10 tome other quarter. 

Tbe present tituauon of Confederate cities 
in tbts icipectis not auorn tloua. History is 
full ot examples in which war haa brought 
cities atd towns to the verge ot famine Tne 
inetatcta are very numerous ia which Gov- 
emnjtni baa beeu obliged to furnish the city * 
Ol Paris, lor example, with bread; not mere- 
ly, 11 deed, in lime of war, but of peace. 
Noihitg 'to cbecka production as a stale of 
war Private light then cea.-es to exiat, aal 
the rigbt of property in productions being do- 
titd, piodueeis, sooner or later, begin to r.iisa 
only wbaiis necetaary to ibeir own subsist- 
ence. 'Ibe condition of war also interferes 
with the tupplits teceesary for uroaa coa- 
tuajeis, by preventing transportation. Bs 
tween Ibe combitttl etl' eta ot diminished pro- 
duction and impeded iraosporta'i so, ,;i;y 
H pulbtiota are brought, alter a time, tte sUr- 
vauon. 

The condition of Southern cities hus not 
quite- reached that point yet. There is 11 rem- 
edy open lothtm, by wbich supplies for au- 
otber year at least may be obtained, if meas- 
ures to that end are token in time. The ge- 
nius of our people and institutions prevents' a 
demand, bj priva:ecit zens, upoo Govtriment 
tor supplies. Another and oetter recourse is 
open to tLe people of lo wus. Experience al- 
ready teiiebes that it ii ruiuous to rely upon 
the town markets; Tor the supply they furnish 
is totally inadequate to the popular wants, and 
ibe prices ruling ia tbem bankrupt the rich 
w bile etarving the poor. ... 

Tbe rtmeriy is, for citizens to look beyond 
their town maikets, directly to produc?rs of 
f u> pVes in tbe interior This remedy may be 
reeoried to individually as well ascollecl.vely. 
By timely action, each household may pro- 
euie supplies of the eubftantinl.^ of life for a 
year, at Government prices. Nina-tenths ot 
tie pioducers in tbe interior sell their pro- 
dtictiots at GovemmcttpriccB, chiefly to Gov- 
eitmett itself. These producers would be 
as v. iHtug to sell to the residents of towns and 
fines t.s to Government, if allowed to do so. 
This perroisfion could be obtained from Gov- 
ertmt n«, and 'he nece.-sity of doing so miitht 
ntfoid ibe means of preventing ereedy indi- 
viduals and eteculators from obtaining an ex- 
cess ot provisions. The muocipal authorities 
of tech corporation could issue certificates of 
ihe qualities of necessities requi-ed by each 
peisor, ard these certificates, indorsed by the 
r cipiee.i. miieht be tbe warrant of the pro- 
ducer for felling to the holder of them. 

But the question whetbera strict organiza- 
tion oftbeoiatribulionofsupplies among non- 
prodncers be necessary, is secondary to the 
necessity resting upon towns-people of pro- 
curing tbeir supplies directly from ihe pro- 
ducers in some way or olber. If the nroan 
maikets are much longer relied upon by ur- 
ban consumers, these latter will soon find 
themselves iu tbe very jaws of famine. Those 
who potsei s rue- ns ebould take measures in 
time lor procuring their next year's supplies 
fiom tbe intetior ct uotry ; and tho?e nWtUlt*) 
pi meats whUhave u> be provided for b/ the 



cublic authorities, in a simPar mar.ncr. The 
sanction, and, to a certain ex tent, the co-op- 
eration of Government is nefeseary to the 
tnccets of the expedient, wbich rwn doubtless 
r.e obtained, ae it cannot, he th" interest ot 
Govern ment to depopulate the towns. 

But the tact of its >eing thus practicable to 
feed the towns furnishes no reason wh7 tike 
classes who could be spared from them t'.oowS 
not go into the country, wheie they can help 
raise provisions, instead of merely consulting 
tbtm. All the steps needful to be taken on 
tbe subject of feeding the towns ought to ee 
takin very toon.

(over twenty tbousaud meti) many of whom 
tad been at tbe wbippicg of B.toks at Pleas- 
ant Hill, and ail ot whom, cheered by that 
victory, were eager to meet Steele's little ar- 
my: They did have tbe opportuuity at Jeuk- 
itt'e Foid, Where tbey got a splendid tarash- 
itg. Of course Kirby Smith would adaiii 
ui.cer mch circumstances that hs was ou- 
fJi ceiRlled. He w«b bound to do t'118, or it 
would nflect inon the courage of tbe men 
w ho bad been in tbe figbt ag tlnst Bink'. 
But he must have been greaiy chagrined 
when belearted that, before the fight a: Jenk- 
Uit'a Ford, S .eele not only B.int off nearly 4,000 
cavalty to the relief of Little Rock, 'bnt de- 
8j ate bed word to Pine Bluff that it reinforce- 
ments were needed they would be sent thete 
too. And then Steele, instead of Becking shel- 
ter St the nearest point, Pine Bluff, marches 
straight on to Little Rock, twenty milts fur- 
ther. How could Steele more pointedly ex - 
ptets bia contempt 'or the rebel hosts and 
tbeir General, or more modestly display his 
cot tidence in bis brave little army ani in him- 
Seit ? 

FIGHT AT LEWISBCRO. 

Col Rj an, of tbe 3d Arkansas cavalry, bad 
a ligbt on Sunday last wiih some three bnn- 
dred cf Shelby's men, wbo were endeavoring 
to cross tbe Arkansas near Lewisbitrg. Col: 
Ry an bad about three hundred men also. He 
batdecmely Ibrached the rebels, killiug eight 
(oce a Lnutetaut), end mortally #onading 
nite. The number of slighUy woundel ia 
tot known. Tbe rtbels ot cou so abandoned 
1 heir attempt to cross at that point.

"riven tbe enemy from the field, and s-.-care! 
by their valor Ibe privilege of crossing a 
tknr ltiture.

TnE tCBSKS OF TUB KXI'RDIUON.

?ifteen milea of road wero cordnroyei— 
five milts tnrongh the bottoms of the Little 
Misuari liver.

At Jenkins's ford, m the S-.lin?, where the 
big fight took piace, fe ar miles were enrdn- 
roytd, and within three hours after ths army, 
bad crcsfed end safely reached tbe highland 
only a vast expanse of water, four miles widej 
was to be seen. 

At this point tbe pontoons— two years old 
— nearly gave out before thacroasing had oeaa 
tffeceo. Atone end tbe bridge waa two feet 
under when the laust wagons crossed. Only 
■ he utmost care preserved it nutil then, when 
it w»3 destroyed. 

Oa the high land beyond there was netrly 
three miles of bottomless mud, and no timber 
toeoro'uroy the road with. The pontoon 
wagons, useles?, because of the destruction of 
the briafge, were destroyed, and teams doubled 
on the remaihder of tho wagons, as tar as they 
went, and then many of the wagotrs had to be 
palled out by the soldiers. 

Ail the ammunition was savad. All the 
wagons needed were saved. All the animals 
ibal could be made to take themselves aw ty, 
were saved. Six six-pjunders and two moun- 
tain howitzers were lo3t during tbe expedi- 
tion — captured with the forage and supoly 
truin. (Two of the six-'potfuders and oae 
howi'zer were retaken at Jeokina'a Ford). 

The rebels captured exactly 208 wagons- 
ill taken in the t vo traiios thai tell into taeir 
bonds. This number comprises all that were 
captured by them at any lime. Tney did not 
eaplure from Gen. Steele during the re- 
turn trip, a single wagon. 

General Steele lost ia tbe expedition ia kill- 
ed, wounded, missing, and prisoners, between 
, 1810 and 1900 men. Ot these, 1700 bslonged 
1 0 the ditision cf Gee. taomon; wber.as, 
tte rebel Iobs in one battle only, (Jenkins's 
Ford) was at least 2,000 men. . Fifteen bua- 
dn d ol the wounded in this battle, -are now at 
Princeton; and Kirby Smith admits a loss of 
600 killed on tbe field. 

fcHEllVT CRCSSINQ THI ARKANSAS. 

Joe Shelby attacked Dardanelle yeslerdjiy 
and captured it. Ue then crossed nia tone, 
between three and four thousand men and 
two rilled pieces. 

In tLe action he lost fifty men, and two 
officers supposed to have been drowned. 

Col. Ryan has evacuated Lewisburg, send- 
ing tbe lmle Government property mere 10 
tbis place; atd with al! his disposable Cavalry 
is bangirg upon Shelby's rear, skirmishing 
and watching bis movement!. 

Shelby is trying to get iato Missouri, or 
proposes to make a raid on the railroad con- 
necting this point with Duvall's B.utf. In 
iten aie splendidly uiouuied aud armed, and 
Ui. d.apeiaie a lot of nol-ows* as have been goi 
together uunng the war. 

FINE ItorFF. 

Up to ni:e o'clock last night, everything 
was going ou well at Pine Bluff aud ia tha 
neighborhood. Col. Clay ton's seouta had not 
discovered any evidence of tho presence or np- 
prcacb of the enemy in that part of the coun- 
try, or on ihe river between tbat point and the 
mou'.h.

Gen. Salomon commands the First infantry 
division, Gen. West the Second, and Gjueral 
Thayer the Third. TDe cavalry brigades have 
t>. en a; signed to the infantry divisions, ani 
Gen. Cnrr, wbo commanded tt»e cavalry- di- 
vision during the late expedition, appointed 
to the command of the aub-district of Little 
Reck. 

Col. Wm. E. McLane, who has been nearly 
thiee years in command of a brigade, and 
onght to be entitled to wear a Brigadier's star, 
commands the post of Little Rock.

TACll'l KA ILIMAD— CONSULTATION OF ITJT 
OFJAOtlsS AND OOli UlrlZlCNi. 

Trrsideut Taylor, Vice President Garrison 
ana Engineer Mc^ssock, of tbe Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad, met tbe Council and a number 
r.f our citizens yesterday morning, ia tha 
Council room, to consult in regard to the in- 
terests of tbat road as connected with our 
city. President Taylor male un inform il but 
very interesting address to tha meeting. He 
alluded to his pievims visit to the city, some 
yttts ago, and to the bright prospects of the 
rotd at that time— to the eeason of dep essiou 
wl icb b. d f nlowedl caused by the iebsl i in, 
atd to the era of renewed prosperity which 
was again dawning upon the road. He spoke 
in wnm terms, acknowledging tbe valuible 
assistance wbicb our members of tbe Legis- 
lature had rendered in Becuring the passage 
of the law which had enabled the company 
to go forward to the rapid complation of the 
roud. He gave ihe meeting some interesting 
items of what tbe company had done since 
the passage of the bill. They had immedi- 
ately procured the rails, and had been exceed- 
ingly fortunate in doing so, for iron bid now 
becorre impossible to get. Theyhai also pro- 
cuicd the chairs and tbe spikea tor the road. 
Foresetirg the necessity for a largo addition 
to '.be rolling stock ot tbe road, ibey had 
cottiacttd for twenty first-class locomotives, 
al a co.-t "f $400,000 and also forone hundred 
and twenty ctrs. They had put oa a large 
fo ce of workmen, and had already comple- 
ted the road to Knob No6ter. They had pro- 
cured a Inrge rtimber of additional laborers 
tr. m Canada, who were now arriving on the 
ubecl tbe road. 

He end ibe officers who were with him had 
been au.be r zsd by ihe B ..ard to come to this 
city, atd 10 complete tbe arrangements for 
the location of the road through this city to 
the Siate liue, so as to counsel wnh the 
Union Pacific Railroad. 

Mr. Taylor then stated to the Council and 
tbe meeting The d'Sire of the Comp.iuy to 
locate their road along the lev», pointing 
out ihe reasons which influenced them ia fa- 
vor 01 thus dec sion.

It will send a 
thrill ot inspiration through the loyal heart 
of the Commonwealth.

"Pubposis o? ih« War.''— Under this title 
in the official report of the proceedings of 
Congress, we find the following resolution, 
together with the proceedings touching it. 

Wh<reas it was eolelmnlj declared by this 
House on the 221 day of July, 1861, speaking 
in tbe name of tbe people of tSe United States 
and in tbe face of the world, that the present 
civil war was waged for no purpose of con- 
quest or oppression, but solely to restore the 
Union, wi'h all the rights of the people and 
of the States unimpaired; and whereas a civil 
war like tbe present is the most grievous of 
ell national calamities, producing, as it does, 
bloodshed, spoliation, and anarchy, public 
debt, official corruption, and general demoral- 
ization; and whereas the American Q rern- 
ment cunnot rightfully wage war upoa any 
portion of its people except for the sole pur- 
pose of vindicating the Constitution and laws, 
acd restoring both to their just supremacy; 
and whereas a restoration of peace is essen- 
tial to the perpetuation of a system of repub- 
lican goverLment, it is now eminently befit- 
ting a Christian and homogeneous people, in 
the triumph of our arms and in the exultation 
of victory, to tender the olive brauch as a sub- 
stitute for the sword; therefore, 

Resolved,- That the President bo reqnirod to 
make known by public proclamation, or oth- 
erwise, to all the country, that whenever any 
State now in insurrection shall submit herself 
to the authority of tbe Federal Government, 
as defined bv tbe Constitution, all hostilities 
against her shall cease, and such State shad 
be protected from all external interforec.ee 
with her local laws and institutions, and her 
people shall be guarantied in tha full enjoy- 
ment of all those rights which the Federal 
Government gave them; and in the exercise of 
aecucd and patriotic discretion, he shall pro- 
claim a general amnesty to all those who, by 
false counsels, have been induced u engage in 
the work of rebellion. 

The result of tbe proceedings touching this 
resolution was tbe laying of the resolution on 
the table by tbe Republican p trty. 

Thus has the Republican party declared 
anew, that, so far as depends ou itsolf, the 
purpose of the war is not the restoration of 
tbe Union, but the destruction of it. The Re- 
publican party renews this declaration at 
every turn of (vents, meanwhile exerting its 
whole strength to carry the declaration into 
effect. Sorely it is high time the honest 
lovers of the Union in the Republican party 
had opened their eyes to the monstrous treason 
of the party. The victory of the Republican 
party in November will sound the knell of the 
Union as sure as the victory is compassed. 

Of this we have no more doubt than we 
have of our existence. Ia the event of a Re- 
publican victory in November, the sun of the 
national hope will go down in blackness and 
blood. Let patriots work, we again implore, 
while it is yet day; tbe night cotnetb, when 
no man can work. 
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1 A very interesting as well as import- 
ant discussion on the Anglo-Robel rams 
lately took place in the British House of 
Lords, in which Lord Derby assailed and Lord 
Russell defended the Ministry. The defence 
of Lord Russell wag triumphant. 

The purpose of Lord Derby was to convict 
the Ministry of illegality and oppressiveness 
in dealing with the Messrs. Laird, the build- 
ers of tbe rams. Derby is the leader of the 
Tory party. We need hardly say that ho has 
no great affection for us, and no great hostili- 
ty to the rebels. In a speech of two hours' 
length he endeavored to show that nothing 
could be more frank and honorable than the 
conduct of the Lairds, and that whon they 
informed the Government that they were 
builtiipg the rams for M. Bravay, of Paris, 
the Government had no right to go farther, 
but should have accepted their statement and 
have allowed the rams to bs delivered to B.-a- 
vay and bis agents. His speech was not 
woLtiDg in wit and point. 

But E*rl Russell in a mas'a briefer speech, 
maikcd by great plainness, honesty and good 
stnse, made a most effective reply. It was 
notorious, he a ■.:■!, that the Confederate S'.ates 
had agents in England and France to procure 
ships of war. He wlft convinced by over- 
whelming evidence that the agents had ob- 
tained builders, both on the Clyde and on the 
Mersey, to engage in tbe construction of iron- 
clad vessels. The Messrs. Liird, the Messrs. 
^Miller, the Messrs. Fraser, and others hive 
done everything in their power, by fitting out 
sbiis, by engaging in contracts for supplying 
vessels of war to the Confederates, to give the 
United States a just cause of war against 
EDgland. The Lairds denied, indeed, that 
they were building the rams for tha South. 
So they denied that they were building the 
Alabama to be U3td against the United 
States. They said that the rams were 
intended for M. Bravay. The assertion 
turned cut to be untrue. Next they naaned 
them El Tou'son, and El Mounassir to suoport 
their declaration that thej were intended for 
the Pacba of Egypt. That turned out to ba 
equally untrue. Eirl Russell maintained 
therefore that the Government had good rea- 
son for detaining the vessels, and that it was 
bis duty to detain them. He closed by ex- 
preeeiDg bis conviction that it was the duty of 
England to maintain strict neutrality in the 
struggle in this country. t 

Wten the discussion closed, there were five 
peeis on the ministerial benches and three on 
the opposition. Derby remarked that he 
would not pieBS bis motion in face of the over- 
whelming msjoiity which he saw opposite to 
him. Derby's speech shows what we should 
have to expect, in case he came into power. 
He would inaugurate a policy troublesome 
to us, but in the end yet more troublesome 
to England. It is singular that he does not 
Bee that if other nations adopt his ideas of the 
duties df a neutral, England will in the end 
Buffer disastrously. 

gagr- "it is impossible," says the Boston 
Courier, "to converse ten minutes with an 
average abolitionist without being satisfied 
that his ruling passion is not love of liberty, 
or even of the negro, but hatred, dire, ma- 
lignant, unrelenting hatred to the Southern 
people. To ruin the objects of his mad rage, 
he is willing to sacrifice every interest of the 
country, to demoralize its population, Bee its 
beat blood shed in civil strife, and its whole 
tuture mortgaged in irretrievable debt. Re- 
ligion, honor, patriotism — all are swallowed 
op in bis blind passion and hatred of his own 
countrymen." This is a painful truth; and, 
what ia more and worse, it is exemplified in 
tbe midst of us as uniformly and vividly as in 
tbe abolition hot-bed of Boston itself'. If there 
is any diffi-rence in this particular between 
fhe Kentucky abolitionists and the Massachu- 
Eets abolitionists, the difference is certainly 
cot in favor of the former.

On motion of Mr. McHenry^ the following 
was adopted : 

» Retolved, That tbe delegation appoin'ed by 
this Convention to the National Convention 
be end they are hereby authorized to fill any 
vacanc ies in their body by reason of the non- 
attendance ot delegates or their alternates. 

The Convention then took a recesi until

2. Retolved, That the Cenititntion of tho 
United State?, as given by Washington ani 
his associates, is the bond of the Union — She 
charter or our national liberties; that its 
pre :ervatioc, while it is the sworn dii'j of the 
Executive and of all others in anthori:y, eel s 
for the enpreme effort of the people; and rtia 
its re- establishment and enforcement at it it 
would be the greatest triumph and vmdici- 
tion of man's capacity for self government 
tbat any Republic basevergiven to tbe world. 

3. Retolved, That the doctrine recut.y an- 
nounced, tbat the Stales in wbicb an armed 
ioeurreciiou b-.-.t existed agams: the Federal 
fioeemmer.thave cea;ed to be States of the 
Union, and shall be held oa the ultimate de- 
teat ul that insurrcciiin as Territoriej or sub- 
jur,ai£i proTlacej, and governed ai sauh t>j 
tbe absioiuit wiL of Congress end tho Fed- 
eral Executive, or restored to the Union on 
conditions unknown to the Constitution of 
tbe United Spates, ought to be rebuked and 
condemned as mar..!-. -tly nnjust to the loyal 
citixenl of those States, tenaing to prolong 
the war, and toconfiim the treasonable theo- 
ry ot see'esSon; and, if carried into eff.-ct, 
mutt great;y endanger the public liberty aud 
the constitutional powers and rights o! all 
tbe Si .. . by centralizing and consolidating 
the powers of the government, State and na- 
tional, in the Federal Executive. 

4. Rrtoivid, Tbat the only object of the war 
ought to be to subjugate the armed insurrec- 
tion which, tor the time being, suspends tbe 
proper relations of certain States with the 
Federal Government, and to re-establish tbe 
supremacy of tbe constitution ; and the I >yil 
citizens of these S'ates, and tbe in* of the 
pee ple thereof, sobmitiing to the authority of 
the coLS'itution, ou«hi not to bo hinderea 
from restoring the proper relations of their re- 
spective:. S:ate8 with the Federal Govorameot, 
so far as the same is dependent on the volun- 
tary act of the people, by any condition ex- 
cept unconditional submission to the Consti- 
tution and laws of the Uoi'.ed States. In th* 
language heretofore solemnly adop'ed bv Con- 
gress, the war ought nut to be w-gci oa our 
part lor uny purpose of conquest cr subjuge.. 
tion, or purpose of overthrowing or interfer- 
ing with the rights or established institutions 
of those States, but to defend and maintain 
tbe supremacy of the constitution, and to pre- 
serve the Union, with all tbe dignity, equali- 
ty, and rights ot tbe several States unimpaired; 
and as soon fs these objects are accomplished 
the war ought to cease. 

5. Retolved, That tae existing rebellion can 
be best and most successfully resisted by a 
strict adherence to the principles and require- 
ments of the Constitution; and we appeal to 
the people cf all sections of our country to 
unite with us in elec.ing a President in No- 
vember next who will use^the military force 
of the nation in putting down the rebellion, 
aud at the same time protect every crtizsn in 
tbe enjoyment of bis constitutional right to 
life, liberty, and property. 

. 6. Retolved, That we declare our unquali-. 
tied condemnation of the policy of enlisting! 
negroes in the armies of the United States, as 
urjust to our soldiers, degrading 'o our ar- 
mies, humiliating to the nation, and contrary 
to the usages of civilized nations. Th's war 
is, on ihe part of the United States, the pa- 
triotic struggle cf White American ciczmB 
for tbe preservation of ih-.irfree institution*, 
and in tbis glorious struggle they ought to 
rely npcD their own brave bearts arid strong 
arms with unwavering confiience, and indig- 
nantly reject lhe» co-operation of negro sold- 
ierei. 

7. Retolved, That the free.'om of discussion 
and the freedom of election are rights so vital 
to a free people tbat no free people can sub- 
mit to the tnppreBiion of these rights and re- 
tain free. The people cf the United States, 
lojal to the Constitution, are by right a free 
people, and they#should remain free. It is 
through the freedom of discussion and the 
freedom ot election alone tbat tbe nation can 
exercise i*s inestimable right of self-govern- 
iri r i. When the nation tamely submit* to 
the deprivation of these rights, we shall have 
shown tbat we arc not fit to be free, and de- 
serve to be only the slaves of murpers. 

8. Retolved, Tbat tbis convention here.hr 
expresses its preference for General Georgi B. 
McClellanasa candidate for tbe Presidency^ 
and for Governor Thomas E. Bramlette as « 
condidale for tbe Vice-Presidency. 

9. Rttolved, Tbat the delegates appointed 
by tbis conven'Hon to the Chicago Conven'i >n 
are instructed to vote as a unit on all ques- 
tions arising therein, as a mi'jor.ty of the del- 
egati s shall decide. 

Ou motion of General Huston, the follow 
icg resolution was unanimously adopted: 

Retolved, That the action of the Central 
Committee in calling this convention is fully 
approved and indorsed. 

General Hu3ton was loudly cal'ed for, but, 
cwing to the late hour (it being near eleven 
o'clock), be spoke but briefly, Ihongh pun- 
gently, as is bis wont, and introduced Mr. 
Ward, of Harrison, who, in a very pleasant 
manner, succeeded in making a speech while 
opologiziog for not making one. 

Resolutions of thanks to the officers and 
for the prn ing of the proceedings were 
adopted, when Mr. Guthrie, before announc- 
ing the adjournment of the convention, ap- 
pealed to its members never to despair of the 
republic; never to give np the inheritance of 
onr fathers, and on this great occasion not to 
listen to the idea that tbe conservative patriot- 
ism of tbe nation could by any possibility fail 
in its efforts to change the administration and 
restore tba government to its former purity 
and vigor. 

The convention then adjourned tine die.

■ C. boon product br human instrumentality, 
KLhTtfirft sight trej may seem merely 
,( x-rficial and few and in.i«.mhc»nt, are really 
ariite important agencies in the determination 
Tfius cxternel sTucture. Man's hand is not 
tccn only in tho substitution of the calibrated 
field for tro piimitive forest, in the building of 
lowr.s, and other obvious mark* which he 
leaves on the visible landscape ; through his 
agency also, the character of the productions 
o! the earth is changed, clima es vary, the re- 
lation of hills and rallejs, and that of laud 
and v? atcr, are more or le*t modified. 

Human influ meet affect, in a remarkahlc 
degree, the nature, character, and distribution 
of animal life. Accordingly as a man nnrsoi 
or attempts to destroy, the animate ra-C4 mul- 
tiply or diminish ; and while some have arrived 
at the highest perfection of development, other* 
arc represented only by rare individuals, lead- 
ing a precarious existence; in a few instances, 
speties have been wholly cx:irpated from cer- 
tain localities. Thus, tre larner beasts of 
prey have di appeared fro-n the cultivate 1 
portions of Europe and the^Uni'cd States. The 
■whale and the beaver were, a few years since, 
upon the verge of cx erminatioa. Bat re- 
cently, since other aricle> have been nied as 
(ub-titutea for the products of these animals 
they have increased, and begin again to bo 
qui'o abund.nt. Legulation is frcqucntely 
required to iresetve from extermination ani- 
mals and bird* of value for their game, and 
even of those wtich render services for which 
we can find no substitutes, by desiroying or 
preventing the multiplied ion of noxious ver- 
min. The excessive ravages wh eh insecU 
have inBicted upon onr grain and fruit crops, 
for a few years past, are ascribed by cultivator* 
to the destruc ion of the birds which formerly 
ft d upon thorn and roitrictad their mul iplica- 
tion. 

Similar influences to those we have mention- 
ed are etercica by man upon vegetation. 
Wherever he goes, the native plants tend M 
disappear, snd their places are supplied by his 
cultivated croj s, and the weeds wlrch folio* 
in their train. Not one in ten of the plants 
which grow in the cultivated districts is in- 
digenous to them. They havft f.rllaveed mrt'l 
across the ocean, and have kept up with hiiu 
as he has manhed over the continent. 

But ihc most notable and scrioas modifica- 
tiors effected by man's asency, are those caus- 
ed by the de*truct on of forests. Tho cutting 
away of wood not only changes tho appear- 
ance of the landscape, and the character of the 
srot laid under the axe ; when practised to a 
large extent, i's effects extend to great dis- 
tances — perhaps over tEc whole continent, and 
almost revolutions climaies, soils, and sur. 
faces. 

The forest rc'.ar.'s evaporation, off-rj an 
effectual barrier to the wind. Its pora.w soil 
and still more parous accumulation of vegeta- 
ble debris abioib and retain the mois urc, aid 
its tangled masses of stic ks and roots restrain 
the fury of torn nts, and prevent the devasta- 
tion ihey might otherwise occasion. From 
these circum tances, fit is free from the ex- 
tremes cf summer and winter temperature; 
it acts as a constant condenser of moisture in 
the atmosphere, and promo'es frequent and 
ccpious showers. When the forests are taken 
aw»y, these conservative element! go with 
them. The older and character of tboseisous 
are disturbed ; they become more uncertain, 
the lines that divide them become less distinct. 
Noah Webster observed this fact in America 
even before the commi nccment of the pres.nt 
century. Said he, in 1779: 

"From a careful compari on of facts, it ap- 
pears that the wtathcr, in modern Rioters, in 

' the United States.jis more inc instant than when 
the earth was covered with woods, at the first 
settlement of Europeans in the country ; that 
the v. aim weather of autumn extends farther 
into the winter months, and the cold weather 
of winter und spring encroaches upon the sum- 
mer; that the wind being more variable, snow 
is less iiermancnt, and perhaps tho same re- 
mark nay be applicable to thoicaof the rivers. 
These effects set m to result necessarily f.om 
the gcater ipiat tity of heat accumulated in the 
earth in summer since the ground has b en clear- 
ed of wrod and exposed to the rays of the sun, 

• and to the greater depth of frost in tho Birth 
in witter by the exposure of its uncovered 
surface to lhe atmosphere." 

Experience since then has confirmed these 
views. The case is similar in Sweden, Italy, 
and France, and perhaps in other parti .ns of 
Europe. It is in the shel'ercd woods, anl not 
in the open fields, that we look for early spring 
flowers. 

It is scarcely probable that the absolute 
quantity of rain that falls during the yjar is 
affected, in temperate climates, by the pres- 
ence or absence of forc ts, but there is no 
doubt that wooded regions maintain a more 
uniform drgiee of humidity, that they praaaM* 
the frequency of showers, and equalize their 
distribution. "Since the forests have bsea clear- 
ed, our country has be n much more subject 
to alternations of excessive rains aid continu- 
ed droughts than before. Fores s alsopromota 
the flow and permanence of springs, streams, 
and lakes. Mr. Marsh, iu his work on Men 
and Nature, c tea » great number of exampbs 
of navigable riicrs that hate become obstruct- 
ed, mill-streams that no longer have po»er to 
drive machinery, lakes wlrse waters have fall- 
en, rills ar.d sprirgs that have disappeared, 
sinco the forests have been taken away. Mr. 
Maish describes the evcn'ual resul s of the re- 
moval cf the forcs:s, most el .quently, as fol- 
lows : 

Effect of Removal of Forests — "At one 
tcason, the eanh parts with its warm'.h by rad- 
iation to an nren sky — receives, at another, 
sn immcdeiate heat fr m tho un ibatru.-ted 
rays of the 6un. Henco the tlim .te becoa.es 
excessive, and the so 1 is alternately parched 
by the fe rvors of summer, and eeared by the 
rhjors ef wint r. Bleak winds sweep unresist- 
ed over its surface, drift away the saovth.t 
sheltered it fr m the frost, and dry up its 
tcanly moisture. The precipitation becomes 
as regular as tho terapera-ure ; the m 1 n< 
snows and vern. 1 rains, no longer absorbed by 
a loose an J bibulous vegetable mould, rush 
over the frozen suitace, end pour down the 
valleys icaw rd, instead of filling a retentive 
bed of sbsur cut earili, and st ring up a sup- 
ply of moisture t > feed perennial springs. Toe 
soil is bau d of its covering of leaves, br;k-n 
and looren-.d by the plou.h, deprived of tho 
fibrous rot tle ts wt ich. held it together, dried 
•nd pulvcriied by sun and wi id, and at last 
exhau.tcd new combinations. The face of 
the earth is longer a sponge, but a dust- 
heap, and the floo.'s which the wa era of th3 
sky pour over it hurry swiftly along its slopes, 
carrying in suspension yoj.tqia.nti \t-a of earthy 
particles which increase the abrading power 
and mechanical force of tho current, and, 
augmented by 'he sand and gravel of falling 
banks, fill the beds of the streams, divert 
them in:o new chaniels, and ohs ruct the r 
outlets. The livu'ets, wauting their fortn-:r 
regularity c f supply and deprived of tho pro- 
tecting shade of he woods, are heated, evaporat- 
ed, and thusreduced in t eir summer currents, 
but swollen to racing torrents in autumn and 
in spring. From ihcso can es, there is a con- 
stant degradation ef tre uplands, and a conse- 
quent e levation of the beds of water-courses 
and of lake* by the d pos tiou of tho mineral 
and veget.ble matter carried dowa by the 
waters. The channels of g eat rivers become 
unnavigi ble, their cstna- cs are choked u :>, and 
harbors v. hich onac sheltered large navies are 
shoaled by dangerous sandbar'. The earth, 
stiipprd of its ve getable tlnbe, grox-8 less and 
less produc live , and, consequently, less able to 
protect i se.f by weaving a new network of 
roots to bind its panic cs toge her, a no* car- 
peting of lurf to- shield it from wind and sun 
and srouring ra n. Gradually it becom s 
altogether barren. The washing of the soil 
fiom tie mountains leaves bare ridg-.a of 
Steriie rock, and tho rich organic mould which 
covered th m, D"W swept do»n into tho dank 
low gtouns8, promotes a luxuriun e of aquatic 
Tf gctation th: t brec s lever, and more insidi- 
ous lorms of monal d seasc, by its decay, and 
thus the earth is rendered no ionger li; for the 
habitation ot man." 

In anotln r place he says: 
"When the forest is g r ne, the great reservoir 
of moisture stored up in its vegetable mould is 
e\ at .1, and returns only in deluges of 
rain to wash away the. parched dust into which 
that mould has been conver ed. The well- 
wooded and humid hills a'o turned to ridg s 
of diy rock, which encumb. rs the low 
grounds and chok s the water-courses with i s 
debris, and— exc pt in countries lavorcd with 
an equable distritu ion of rain through the sea- 
sons, and a moderate and regular ipclina i on 
of surlarc — the whole earth, unless rescued 
by human att from the phjsical degradation to 
which it tends, becomes an assemblage of ba d 
mountains, of ha-ren, turtles hills, and of 
swampy an i malarious plains. There are parts 
of Asia Minor, of Northern Af.ica, of G r eece, 
and even cf Ali ine Kur-.pe, where the op ra 
tion of ctuscs set in act ou by man has brou;tu 
the face of the earth to a desolation almot as 
complete as that of .he moon ; and witljin tha 
btief space ot timo which we call the historical 
period, they are kt own to h ivo been cov:rel 
with luxurran- woods, verdant pjstu cs, and 
fe; tile meado. s, the are n w too far det -ri >r- 
»t'd to be leiUioia'le by mai, n .r can they 
becomo again fitt-d for human use, e xcept 
throu.h great geylogiial change", or oner 
mysterious ialluei ccs or agcccies of wh eu we 
have no pa ,ent kno.ledno. and ov.r which 
we have , o pr spe live control.

pr.rtant part or the territory of tha TJuited 
States, Jand of other comparatively new com 
tries over which European civiliza' ion is now 
extending its sway.unloss prompt measures are 
taken to check the action of the destrucivc 
causes already in operation. What these 
measures should be is difficult to say. Legisla- 
tion cannot effect much, for most of the lan ' 
has passed to private owners. The legislature 
and agricultural societies might do something 
to encourage the preservation of timber 
by judicious taxation and bjuaties. Bat 
our chief hope lies in the proper in- 
struction of the people as to thi im- 
portance, for the gviod of the country, of pre- 
serving a certain amount of forests. Tois 
might in time induce a spirit as potent for 
preservation as is the present spirit of our 
tarmers for the destruction of trees. 

To inquire whether the earth has detcrior;t- 
ed under man's occupancy, and how further 
evil may be avoided, is the, object of Mr 
G'orge F. Marsh's work, recently published by 
Scribner, Boston : Man and Nature ; or. 
Physical Geography as Modified by Iluoi'n 
Action. The' author has collected in ' this 
work a'l the facts, from history and geography 
which show what has been the actual effeet of 
human improvement! upon the physical coa 
dition of the earth, particularly as to clima c 
snd the feni ity of the soil ; faets of peeuliar 
in'erett to the dweller* upon the American 
continent, since they indicate wha*. may be ex- 
pected here if we pursue the same course which 
has teen tursued on the eastern continent, 
and commenced here. Due attemioa to the 
lessens taught by these facts, and shaping of 
future sctiou in accor iaice with them, may 
yet cnoblc us to preserve the productiveness ot 
oor iscil, and the regularity of our climato. 
The whole subject is one of the most important 
in its economical bearings. It is treated 
thoroughly arjdceimprebensivcly in Mr. Marsh's 
work, which ought la be placed in tho hands 
of every land-owner in the country. 

Th* Great Westers Bailwat op Cana- 
da. — Under the able maaagemoot of T. 
Swinyard, ttis company is fast recovering from 
all its varied financial and local embarrass- 
ments, and has been able not only to pay all 
its obligatieiis and bonied interest, but to re- 
tain surplus enough for a small dividend be- 
side*. Thia tho management have effected, 
when the loss upon depreciated American cur- 
rency in its last year's receipts amounted to no 
less than £110 000, equal to a dividend in it- 
self of per cent — in other words, had this 
country's circulation remained at par, the 
company would have had over a hall' million 
in its Treasury, which has otherwise been a 
dead loss. 

The present management took charge of 
the line, after it had bcea allowed to ran down 
so as to require an outlay of £330,000 to ena- 
ble it to meet the ordinary requirements of 
business. Unl ke their predecessors, the di- 
rectors have taken tho burden on their should- 
ers, and the whole amount has been, or will 
be, discharged out of the revenue; £195,000 
has been tl us paid already, and the remaining 
sum of £135,000 will be paid off during tho 
next two years. We cannot apolaud too high, 
ly lhe wise resistance which was made to the 
proposal of last yea', that a portion of the out- 
lay shtuld be placed to capital. 

The renewals of r ails during the p.v,t year, 
rendered necessary by the mismanagement of 
former years, cost upward of £70,000, equtl to 
2 per cent dividend. And as tha company 
has carried along tho great suit brong'it by 
the Commercial Bank for tha recovery of 
£260,000, which h»s gr.ne through lhe phases 
of an adverse verdict, an appeal oi a rule nisi, 
an adverse decision, a second appeal to a high- 
er court, and a new trial granted, with ail 
the old ground to traverse for a second time, 
wi'h an enormous s'ake at issue, we think that 
the public will admit that the o.-deal through 
which this company has had to p»?s is no or- 
d nary one. 

On the other hand, however, a steady im- 
provement has takn place in the position of 
the Detroit & Milwaukee K R., in tho suc- 
cess of whii h the Great Wes ern B. B. is large, 
ly interested, and there is every prospectof its 
being able to pay off by degrees the sum of 
£250,0t0 which has been abvanced with inter- 
est ii| . n that loan, adding 1 per c nt 'to the 
stockholders' dividends from that source alone. 

Every j ear the p-esperty is being placed on 
abetter and sounder footing. Timber bridges 
are being rebuilt in stone and iron, an econo- 
my which we cannot too much regret has not 
been fellowed by our railroads, aud additional 
accomoda'ioa is being annually provided for 
the rapidly-inc casing traffic. As the same 
time the working expenses of the last half- 
year in relation to thee aggregate receipts are at 
tbe rate of 45 per cent, a result which bea*s a 
most favorable contrast with tha>, shown by 
the other Canadian railways. 

In fine, there is little doubt but that this 
road will in the future tmstiin all that has 
bran claimed for it hy its friends, and reward 
the stockbo ders by satisfactory dividends in 
case the bank suit is decided in its favor.
